FTER leading for nearly an 
hour, Wanderers were lucky 


to claim another chance after a 


tremendous second half rally by 
North League contenders 
Spennymoor United ín the only 
North v. South duei of the 
Amateur Cup third round. 

Wycombe’s -tough-tackling halves 
held the nippy Northern forwards 
well in check in the first half. 
Skipper Roystone put the home 
side ahead in the 14th minute from 
a penalty for hands, and 19 minutes 
later Lowen deservedly added a 
second. 

But Spennymoor, average age 
only 20, improved as their strong 
wing halves, West and __ Iceton. 
assumed midfield superiority 

West heartened them with a goal 
just before half-time and in the 
second half they attacked with 
such zest that Wycombe were 
mostly’ on the defensive, : with 
forceful Derek Fawell and grammar 
school boy Ken Banks the stars in 
Spennymoor’s dashing teenage in- 
side trio. , Si , 

Fawell equalised .in the 53rd 
minute and for thelr survival’ in 
face of repeated attacks Wycombe 
were largely indebted to reserve 
goalkeeper Colin Bunting, recalled 
to the side after many months
